HISTORY OF 

In 1945 the Saskatoon Lions Club constructed a small 
building 14' x 30' beside Birks, to be used as a head¬ 
quarters for ticket sales on a house being raffled in 
order for the Lions Club to obtain money to construct 
the present C.N.I.B. building on Fourth Avenue. In 
December of 1945, on the completion of the drive, the 
Lions Club gave the building to the Speed Skaters to 
use as a headquarters. On the direction of Lion Clarence 
Downey (deceased) the building was moved to the Vic¬ 
toria School grounds and was used exclusively by the 
Lions Speed Skating Club. 

In 1948 it was decided to move the Lions building to 
Optimist Park where the Playgrounds Association had 
arranged to construct a speed skating track. The build¬ 
ing was placed alongside the hockey building on the East 
side of the skating rink. 

In 1958 it was decided by the Playgrounds Association 
to approach the City Council with a request to provide 

FACTS AN! 

LOCATION: The location is the North East corner of 
Optimist Park—Avenue J and 19th Street. 

OPERATION: The building is used exclusively by the 
Lions Speed Skating Club. The Club has training periods 
every day of the week and vis.tors are welcome at all 

SIZE AND SHAPE: The total building is “T” shaped and 
so designed that it has two “wings.” One wing is used by 
hockey teams, etc. in the winter and by the children of 
the Kinsmen Recreation Unit in the summer. 

The North South Wing is 56’ 6" long and 16' wide and 
contains the Lions Speed Skating Headquarters, two

better accommodation for skating, speed skating, etc. 
City Council approved of the request and the required 
building was designed by the City Planning Department. 
Tenders were opened on November 3rd, 1959, and the 
lowest bid, $28,000.00, was awarded to Shoquist Construc¬ 
tion Ltd. The old building was donated, by the Lions 
Club, to the soccer footballers, and is presently situated 
in Fairview Park. 

Before the matter was considered by Council the 
Playgrounds Association approached the Lions Club, 
sponsors of the Speed Skating Club, and the Club gave 
$4,000.00 towards the cost of the building. The building 
was completed in May, 1960, and was open to the Speed 
Skaters at the beginning of the present winter. 

Immediately west of the building is a 6 lap speed 
skating track used by the Lions Speed Skating Club 
and citizens for pleasure skating. The track is provided, 
as a public service, by the Saskatoon Playgrounds Asso¬ 
ciation.

toilets, furnace room and garage. 

The East West Wing is 57' long and 16' wide and is 
available for “overflow” speed skating. 

The heating is provided by a gas furnace forcing hot 
air through underground ducts. The floor is covered 
with %" asphalt planking. 

The Lions portion of the building contains cupboards, 
skate sharpening equipment, trophy case, sink and elec¬ 
trical outlets. 

STAFF: The maintenance staff presently consists of Mr. 
Abe Janson and Mr. Jake Giesbrecht who have a sincere 
regard for the Speed Skating Club and do all in their 
power to keep the track in perfect condition.
